The Justice Predicts a Great Benefit 
to Life Insurance Business. 


MILWAUKEE, July 19.—Justice David 
J. Brewer of the United States Supreme Credited on Town Topics Books 


Court to-night delivered an address before 
a large audience of Hfe insurance men. 
He devoted most of his talk to modern 
graft, and praised President Roosevelt for 


his efforts to make public affairs pure 
and honest. 

This had been a year which might be 
characterized as one of great insurance 
upheaval, he said. The press had been 
full of startling allegations in respect td 
the manner in which some insurance busi- 

ness had been conducted, The result had 
been prejudicial to the interests of certain 
companies and also to the business of 
others. He believed there would result 
great benefit to insurance business 
throughout the world.

“There was never a truer saying than

HAYS TOLD TO REFORM 
BUREAU OF STATISTICS 


Full Power Given to Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture. 


PRESIDENT MADE SUGGESTION 


Another Dismissal Expected Soon — 
Secretary Wilson Pledges Honest 


Statistics Hereafter. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—At the sug- 


gestion of President Roosevelt, Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson has placed Assist- 
ant Secretary Willet N. Hays in charge 
of the Statistical Bureau with unlimited 
authority. His instructions are to purge 
the bureau and to safeguard the reports 


from possibility of leakage of crop re- 
ports. 

Mr. Wilson says that after this if there 
are any charges of dishonesty they must 
be leveled at either himself or Mr. Hays, 
because he does not intend to give any- 
body else a chance of getting at the fig- 
ures, 

Mr. Hays’s recommendation for the dis- 
missal of any employe will be honored 
promptly, and if he wants any more 
clerks he will get them. It is expected 
that before he is through the complete 
reorganization of the bureau demanded 
by Messrs, Jordan and Cheatham of the 
Southern Cotton Growers’ Association 
will be granted and that the person 
whose dismissal they have demanded will 
be the first to go. 

Until Congress meets Mr. Hays will be 
in charge of the bureau. Mr. Wilson be- 
lieves that he cannot get a first class 
man for Mr. Hyde's place for $3,500, and 

lhe will ask Congress to increase the chief 
statistician’s salary to $5,000. 

The choice of Mr. Hays to take charge 
of the Gevernment’s immense system for 
collecting crop statistics was that of the 
President. Every step that Mr. Wilson 
has made in this case since his removal 
of Holmes has been taken against his 
own expectations. With each new action 
the Secretary has supposed the case to 
be closed, and then the President has 
pointed out to him something more that 
must be done. 

Mr, Wilson is to-day quite confident 
that the appointment of Hays ends the 
matter, but outside the department his 
optimism is not shared. If Mr, Hays does 
not recommend some removals the Presi- 
dent probably will. 

Prof. Hays stands high among agricul- 
turalists and scientists. He has not been 
in the department long, having been 
chosen Assistant Secretary last Fall 
after a hot fight which lasted for several 
months, He has been proud all his life 
of being first of all things a farmer. 

He had been one of the agricultural pro- 
fessors in the University of Minnesota for 
fifteen years, with the exception of two 
years when he held a similar place in the 
University of North Dakota before he 
came to Washington. His specialty has 
been plant breeding; and it has made him 
famous all over the world among agri- 
cultural scientists, 

From a single plant he developed Minne- 
sota wheat No. 169, which has been adopt- 
ed by the great wheat section of the 
Northwest, and has increased the aggre- 
gate yield by millions of bushels. He has 
also conducted important experiments in 
breeding new sorts of corn adapted to the 
Far Northwest. 

He is a man of great industry, precise 
habits of work, and a thoroughly scien- 
tific mind. He combines with the studious 
habits of the scholar the directness and 
unerring judgment of practical man of af- 
fairs and executive ability. 

Of his honesty there is no question, and 
his friends say he has a will and courage | 
that will give gharantee of the truthful- 
ness of the statistical work that may be 
done under his supervision.

COOL WAVE TO-DAY. 


Temperature Was 75 at Midnight, 
and Still Falling. 


IT WAS THE HOTTEST JULY 19 


|Killed and Prostrated More Than 
Any Other Hot Day in the 
Last Four Years. 


It is to be cooler to-day. Showers an@ 
thunderstorms will help. This is the 
promise that the weather forecaster made 


last night at the end of the hottest July 
19 on record, and after more persons had 
been killed and prostrated than on any 
other hot day since 1901. 

In the three boroughs of Manhattan, 
the Bronx, and Brooklyn 63 persons died 


of the heat yesterday. The death lat on 


| this side of the East River totalled 38. In 
| Brooklyn 25 died. 

The prostrations were numberd by the 
‘score. In Manhattan and the Bronx alone 
!the police reported 120 cases. Brooklyn's 
Secord was 44, 
| Even this does not indicate the number 
of the stricken. In Manhattan and the 
| Bronx there wer 266 ambulance calls all 
| day, almost all for heat cases. 
| The maximum temperature registered by 
| the official thermometer yesterday was 94 

degrees at % o'cleck, two degrees lower 
; than the high figure of Tuesday, and one 
| degree lower than on Monday. A higher 
temperature would doubtless have been 
recordod iater in the day, but for the op- 
|portune arrival of a shower which swept 
over the lower part of the city at 3 
o'clock. There was a tropical downpour 
at the Battery, a moderate shower across 
the middle of the city, a sprinkle for a 
short distance above Fifty-ninth Street, 
and a Mcjave Desert dryness in Harlem. 

The storm slanted across Brooklyn in an 
| equally erratic fashion. The Washington 
| Park ball grounds were drenched, and the 
| Chicagos and Brooklyns had to Call their 
|game off. <A few blocks south of the 
field not a drop of rain fell. There was 
no rain at Coney Isl8nd or Bath Beach, 
| The temperature dropped to 74 degrees 
lat 3:15 o'clock, but had mounted to 90

In one day, Dr. Guilfoy says, in the hot 
wave of 1901, there were 332 deaths from 
heat alone. This was on Tuesday, July 2. 
The total number of deaths for the week 
beginning June 30 and ending July 6, 1901,

AN ORDER TO DISPERSE 


Police Try to Stop the Moscow 
Meeting and Fail. 


TREPOFF MAY EMPLOY FORCE 


Government at Present in a Ludicrous 
Position—Alleged Plot Against 
the Czar Discussed.

MOSCOW, July 19.—After its blunder | 


of interdicting and thereby advertising 
the Congress of Zemstvos and Doumas 
the Government this afternoon perpe- 
trated the additional blunder of detail- 
ing a few police officers to stop the 
proceedings. 

The policemen good-humoredly tried to 
execute their orders, and after wasting 
considerable time over the incident the 
Congress resumed its deliberations as if 
nothing had happened. 

The Government is now in a ludicrous 
position. -In spite of their arbitrary 
and discretionary powers the police 
cannot-even prevent a gathering of citi- 
gens. The Government and its arsenal 
of decrees and circulars no longer com- 
mand obedience except when backed 
by bayonets. 

Will Gen. Trepoff, who instigated the 
latest demonstration of official impo- 
tence, venture to resort to force? It is 
to be feared that the temptation to vin- 
dicate the Government's prestige may 
prove too strong, but if violent meas- 
ures are taken matters will only be- 
come worse. 

The recent persecutions brought al- 
most double the number expected to 
this afternoon’s meeting, and violent 
persecution greatly stimulates the 


whole of the Zemstvos and Doumas to 
fight against what a member of the 
‘committee to-day styled “ the real rev- 
olutionary party’’—the bureaucrats, 
represented by the Novoe Vremya and 
the Moscow Gazette. 

One of the topics of conversation at 
the meeting to-day was the alleged dis- 
covery of a military plot against the 
present occupant of the throne. 


MOSCOW, July 19.—The Zemstvo Con- 
&ress opened at midday to-day in the resi 
dence of Prince Dolgorukoff. Two hun- 
dred and twenty-five delegates were pres- 
ent. Count Heyden, leader of the Zem- 
stvoist deputation recently received by the 
Emperor, presided. 

M. Golovine, President of the Organizing 
Committee, had barely begun a statement 
dealing with the obstacles placed in the 
way of the congress, and announced that 
Governor General Kozloff had promised 
that there would be no recourse to ex- 
treme measures, when the Chief of Police, 
With numerous commissaries and other 
officials, entered the room. The Chief 
anneunced that the Prefect had pro- 
hibited the meeting of the congress, and 
ordered the seizure of the documents. 

Count Heyden protested against the pro- 
ceedings, but the Chief of Police began 
taking the names of the delegates. Then 
cries were raised of ‘“‘ Write down the 
whole of Russia!’’ Many persons present 
who were not delegates requested that 
their names also be taken. The police 
then departed and the sitting .zas re- 
sumed. 

After the police had drawn up a report 
of their visit and had taken the names of 
those present they took no further action, 
but returned and listened to the debate as 
interested spectators. When the afternoon 
session adjourned until everiing each dele- 
gate as he passed out handed his visiting 
card to the Chief of Police, who had al- 
ready seized the copies in the possession 
of the delegates of the Russian Gazette, 
in which was printed details of a proposea 
constitution for Russia based on the ex- 
isting two-Chamber constitutions of West- 
ern Europe and elaborated by the Com- 
mittee of Organization for the Congress 
to vote upon. 

The scheme of a National Assembly on 
the basis outlined by the commission pre- 
sided over by M: Bouligin, Minister of the 
Interior, was minutely and critically dis- 
cussed, and denounced as totally in- 
adequate to remove Russia's internal 
grievances, because the property qualifi- 
cation and the electoral system by classes 
would prevent the Assembly from truiy 
interpreting the will of the nation, while 
the exclusion of numerous categories of 
citizens from the franchise was, it wes 
declared, a contradiction of the principles 
of equity and reasonable state policy. 

At the same time it was recognized that 
the proposed Assembly would comprise 
a considerable portion of the social forces 
of the empire, and serve as the centre of 
a social movement, which would tend to 
secure political liberty and regular na- 
tional representation. Therefore it. was 
considered desirabie that, in the event 
of the carrying out’ of the Bouligin or a 
similar project, the delegates of the 
Zemstvos and municipalities should par- 
ticipate in the Assembly to the greatest 

ble extent, with the object of form- 
nga compact group and to obtain 
guarantee of individual and public lib- 
erties. 

Numerous resolutions embodying the 
foregoing criticisms were adopted unani- 
mously, as were also resolutions com- 
plaining of excessive administrative and 

lice control of elections, and insisting 

t publicity be given to the proceed- 
ings of the proposed Assembly, which 
should have direct relations with the Dm- 
peror without interference from the Coun- 
cil of the Empire. 

It is expected that the Congress will sit 
for three days.

JAPANESE DOUBT OF RUSSIA 


|Expressed Desire to End the War 
Thought Insincere—Czar Said to 
Have Encouraged Linevitch. 
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MOSCOW, July 19.—A personal friend 
|of M. Witte assures me that the chief 
| Russian plenipotentiary is convinced 
| that the peace negotiations will not last 
more than three weeks. 

If the Japanese demands prove un- 
acceptable M. Witte expects to return 
immediately. 





| $T. PETERSBURG, July 19.—M. Witte’s 
| press to-day was the occasion for a re- 
|} markable demonstration in his honor. 
| The compartment occupied by Russia’s 
chief plenipotentiary was filled with 
flowers and the platform of the station 
was crowded with friends who bade M. 
Witte good luck in the great mission be- 
fore him, The whole affair was a testi- 
monial of the strength of M. Witte’s per- 
|sonal following. Among those present 
were all the prominent officials who have 
seen service under the Minister of Fi- 
;}nance. The Secretary of the Chinese Le- 
|gation and the Korean Minister were 
both in attendance. 

Mme. Witte accompanied her husband. 

TOKIO, July 19.—It is: believed that 
Emperor Nicholas recently sent an en- 
couraging message to Gen. Linevitch, 
| promising him men, provisions, and other 
necessaries for attaining an ultimate vic- 
tory. It is also reported that the Russian 
Emperor recently ordered the mobilization 
of four army corps. This, taken in con- 
nection with the reported limitations of 
M. Witte’s power as chief plenipotentiary, 
is deemed to be a sign that Russia is not 
}sincere in her expressed desire for the 
conclusion of peace. 

Heavy seas are still raging off the coast 


of Sakhalin, and further reports of the 
Japanese operations there are not ex- 


pected in the near future. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE RUSSIAN 
ARMY, Godzyadani, Manchuria, July 19. 
—In conversation with a correspondent of 
The Associated Press regarding the pres- 
ent military situation, Gen. Batjanoff, 
commander of the Third Manchurian 
Army, to-day adopted a most optimistic 
tone. 

He declared that the Japanese were un- 
able to advance, both on account of the 
strengthening of the Russian position and 
because they had not fully recovered from 
their own losses at the battle of Mukden. 
He concluded: 

“Never during the whole war has the 
Russian Army een so strong in every 
respect as at present. The Japanese know 
this, and, therefore, they wish for peace.”’

Japanese Fear There Is No Chance of 
Reforming the Empire. 
LONDON TImMES—NEW YORK TIMES 
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TOKIO, July 19.—China’s attitude to- | 
ward the peace conference is much com- 
mented upon in Japan. It is recalled 
that China’s perennial policy since the 
Sung dynasty has been to encourage 
disputes between other nations from 
which she herself might derive advan- 
| tage. 
| One leading paper laments the hope- 
|lessness of reform in China and points 
out that she lacks all the elements 
which existed in Japan at the begin- 
| ning of the Meiji period. 

It is added that China’s only present 
|hope consists in trusting Japan and 
adopting the latter’s progressive coun- 
sels, yet she seems unable to discrimi- 


nate between the power which formerly 
trampled her sovereignty and the pow- 
ler which rescued her territory from the 
aggression of Russia. 

| Interest in Japan has again been 
aroused in reference to the Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance. Both the great political 
parties strongly favor the extension of 
the scope of the alliance. The Jiji says 
the alliance is now only an instrument 
\for keeping the lists for the belliger- 
ents. It should be converted into an 
instrument for averting the necessity 


for lists. 
KOREA WANTS ITS SAY, TOO. 


Two Representatives Coming to Try 
to Get a Hearing. 

SEOL, July 19.—Against the advice of 
members of the foreign legations here 
Korea has decided to send two repre-

BIG BARGE CROSSES OCEAN. 


Standard Oil Company’s Transatlantic 
Towing Test Is Successful. 


LONDON, July 19.—The Standard Ofl 
Company's American tank steamer Col. 
E. L. Drake, towing Oil Barge No. 95, 
passed the Scilly Islands yesterday on her 
voyage from New York to London. 


The Col. E. L. Drake, a 4,205-ton steam- 
er, with the 4,167-ton steel barge No. 95 
trailing astern at the end of a 6-inch steel 
hawser, started on her voyage to London 
on July 3. Each of the vessels carried 
full cargoes of refined petroleum. 

To the Scilly Islands the passage has 
been accomplished in remarkably quick 
time for a towing trip. The vessels have 
covered over 200 miles in each of the 15 
days they have been out. This is consid- 
ered especially satisfactory. 

It is probable that this method of con- 
veying cargoes will be adopted as a result 
of the success of this first transatlantic 
towing trip.

Prince Philip affirms that he paid his 
wife a wedding portion of $50,000 and her 
debts, amounting to $272,500. 


COMMONS PASS ALIENS BILL. 
Balfour Declares That the Measure Is 
Moderate and Reasonable. _ 


LONDON, July 19.—In the House of 
Commons to-day, the Aliens bill passed 
its third reading by a majority of 90. 

Premier Balfour, in winding up the de- 
bate on the bill, contended that the pro- 
posed restrictions were less severe than 


those imposed by any other nation. He 
referred to the American immigration 
laws and asked whether any one would 
assert that‘the Americans were indiffer- 
ent to freedom or looked with unmoved 
eye on the suffering and the oppressed.

UNWILLING PRINCE IS 
NOW A GERMAN DUKE 


Charles Edward of Saxe-Coburg 
Attains His Majority. 


HIS HEAD’ WAS NOT PUNCHED 


Cousin, to Whom the Dukedom Was 
Also Offered, Threatened to Whip 
Him If He Refused It. 


GOTHA, July 19.—Duke Charles Edward 
of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha assumed the | 
reins of government to-day on attaining 
his majority. His state entry into the cap- 
ital was the occasion of much ceremonial. | 

The ‘new occupant of the ducal throne} 
Was received at the railroad station with 
military honors, and proceeded to the 
Castle of Friedenstein, where he met his 
mother, the Duchess of Albany. The 
formal ceremony of taking the oath of 
| installation took place in the throne room 
in the presence of representatives of Em- 
peror William, King Edward, and other 
rulers, the Cabinet Ministers, and a brill- 
jiant assemblage of officials and deputa- 
| tions from various parts of the duchy. 


When Queen Victoria's second son, the 
Duke of Edinburgh and Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha, died in 1900 the crown 
of Saxe-Coburg went begging for a time. 
The Duke’s only son, Prince Alfred, had 
died eighteen months before his father, 
|and the choice lay between Prince Arthur 
of Connaught and Prince Charles Edward 
of Albany, the former the only son of 
}the Duke of Connaught, and the latter 
the only son of the late Duke of Albany. 

Prince Arthur was seventeen years old, 
and Prince Charles Edward was sixteen. 
Both were schoolboys at Eton. The logi- 
cal heir to the Dukedom of Saxe-Coburg 
was Prince Arthur, and it is on record 
that he declined the Dukedom and pro- 
ceeded to inform his cousin, Prince 
Charles Edward, that if he also refused 


Eee prefierea honor he would punch his 
ead. 

Whether Prince Charles Edward was 
afraid of having his head punched, or 
whether the pressure exerted by his fam- 
ily overcame his opposition, history does 
not record, but it is known that he went 
around to his chums at Eton, and told 
them he was about to leave them. “I've 
|got to go and be a beastly German 
Duke,” he _ said. 

The process of turning the young Prince 
from an Englishman into a German was 
begun at once, and has apparently been 
productive of the desired results. At any 
rate, judging by his latest photographs, 
the Duke is quite as German in appear- 
ance as any other Prince in the em- 

ire. During his minority Saxe-Coburg 
nas been ater the regency of the Heredi- 
pary Prince Ernest of Hohenlohe-Langen- 

urg. 

The reigning Duke receives $75,000 year- 
ly out of the income of the Gotha do- 
mains, and one-half of the excess of 
revenue over expenditures from the Co- 
burg domains. The popwlesee of the 
duchy in 1900 was about 230,000. The 
chief towns, Gotha and Coburg, have re- 
spectively about 35,000 and 20,000 inhab- 
itants. The legislative power is vested 
in the Duke in conjunction with two sep- 
arate Chambers, one for the Duchy of 
Coburg, and the other for the Duchy of 
Gotha. For the common affairs of the 
two duchies the two Chambers meet in 


common.

OSTEND, Belgium, July 19.—The Inter- 
national Chess Masters’ tournament at 
the Kursaal here came to an end this 
morning, when Janowski and Wolf fin- 
ished their game adjourned from the final 
round yesterday.

Yankee Beat Mineola in the Best. 


Race of the Season. 


FORTY-THREE SECONDS APART | 


At No Time Over Larchmont’s Thirty- 
one-Mile Course Did a Minute 
Separate the Two Boats. 


Harry L. Maxwell, sailing the big sev- 
enty-foot sloop Yankee, scored a notable 
victory over Capt. Charles Barr on the 
Mineola, in the Larchmont regatta yes- 
terday afternoon. He outjockeyed the fa- 
mous skipper at the gun, getting a start 
of 28 seconds on the Mineola; outmanoeu- 
vred him on the course, finishing the first 
round 80 seconds to the good, and in- 
creasing the advantage to 43 seconds on 
the second round, and won by that mar- 
gin, after the closest and prettiest race 
the two boats have sailed this season. 

The day offered a curious mixture of 
weather for the fleet. Starting in a light 
air that promised a drifting match, it 
freshened till a good whole sail breeze 
blew and sent the boats scudding over 
the Sound courses in fine style, Finally 
it became so strong that sails were gen- 
erally shortened, and the little fellows 
had trouble even with reefs tied in. Be- 
fore the last of them finished a squall 
came up and blew great guns for a time, 
and was responsible for several accidents. 

There were sixty starters. Mineola 
and Yankee went over a 15%-mile course, 
sailed twice. There was pretty jockeying 
for position. The two boats luffed past the 
mark a minute before the gun, Yankee 
leading and forcing Mineola off. Mineola 
came about, but Yankee was before her, 
and crossed 28 seconds ahead. Both car- 
ried ballooners and reached up the 
Sound at a fast clip. Yankee was slightly 
ahead. Once around the buoy Yankee 


stood off on the port tack, and Mineola 
corewee. 

neola was first to break tacks, and 
Yankee followed. Maxwell was footin 
faster than Barr, and Mineola tacked 
again to tempt Yankee to jibe, but failed, 
and resumed her starboar course, losing 
valuable seconds by the operation. Barr 
was closer to shore, and had a bit better 
breeze, so Yankee made a short hitch 
to = more to windward, and succeeded 
in breaking Mineola's wind. Both held 
this course well out into the Sound, and 
coming about started on the port tack for 
the mark, which Yankee fetched at 
1:39:40. Barr overstood a bit and tacked 
again. rounding 52 seconds later. 

ineola picked up a lot on the short 
leg, and Yankee had but 30 seconds’ ad- 
vantage when she turned and set spin- 
naker to starboard. Mineola set her big 
Sail quicker, but it appeared not to draw 
80 well. The relative positions were held 
to the mark, and on the wind Maxwell 
emery. held rr safe, following his every 
lead. When headed for home Yankee had 
50 seconds’ advantage, which, on the 
reach, Mineola manageéd to cut down to 43 
at the finish.

Taxed for a Home at Denver. 


A STATE AND CITY ROW, TOO} 


And the Local Branch Is Organized | 
Without the Presence of the 
Superior Body’s Officers. 


Organization and.disorganization were | 
contending forces at.a meeting held last | 
evening at Bretton Hall to organize the 
Business Women's League of New York. 
While the city league was being organized 
every one present was wondering what 
had become of the State organization 
which was formed a few months ago, 
both being offshoots of the National Busi- 
ness Women's League, which has its head- 
quarters in Denver. 

One after another of the prospective 
members of the City League strolled into 
the parlors of Bretton Hall, to be followed 
by the inquiry, ‘‘ Where are the State of- 
ficers?’’ The hands of the clock crawled 
around to 9, but the State officers who 
should have been there, so the organizers 
say, to act asehostesses and lend a help- 
ing hand had not put in an appearance, 

After diligent inquiry it was found that 
Mrs. Isabella Kellogg Church, President 
of the’ State organization, was out of 
the city, as well as Mrs. F. Baker, Vice 
President. After more diligent inquiry 
as to the reason for the lack of interest 
shown by the State officers, it was de- 
clared that‘a sectional feeling had sprung 
up between the women of the West and 
the women of the East over the new 
work of the league. 

The Colorado League fs trying to build 
a vacation home for business women near 
Denver. Half of the $2 initiation fee 
goes into the National Treasury for this 
work. This is what some of the Eastern 
women object to. 

“Our women do not want to go way 
out to Colorado to rest up,”’ one said; 
‘*they would spend half of their vacation 
period on the way. Besides, the women 
of New York are capable of taking care 
of their own business women in the East.” 

Behind the, resignations of Mrs. Caro- 
line Foote Marsh, Vice President, and 
Miss Reed, Secretary, of the State s0- | 
ciety, a few weeks ago, is said to have 


lurked this same feeling of revolt against 
—— upon the Western women for 
ideas. 

Mrs. Marsh, who has promoted several 
outings for New York's business women 
already this Summer, is one of those op- 
posed to the Western home for Eastern 
women, 

‘lam willing to work with the Western 
women in any good work,” said Mrs. 
Marsh, “ but there is no reason I can see 
why we should assist any one State out- 
side our own to build a home for its 
business women.” 

Mrs. Mary C. C. Bradford of Denver, 
the National organizer, who presided at 
the meeting last night, in defending the 
position of the Colorado women, said that 
more New York women went to Colorado 
a their vacations than from any other 
State. 

The feeling between the State and Na- 
tional organizations has also been aggra- 
vated by a misunderstanding between the 
officers as to the proper progress of the 
work, at the convention held here last 
weck. Mrs. Isabella Church, State Presi- 
dent, who was the committee on arrange- 
ments for the convention, made plans for 
receiving 200 or more delegates. Special 
rates were gecured at the Hotel Endicott 
for the guests, and the hotel management 
engaged a corps of extra servants who 
hustled about, polishing mirrors, and dust- 
ing and putting the hotel in its finest 
shape to receive the women. 

Three buses were at the station to re- 
ceive the delegates, and when the negro 
boys asked, ‘‘where are the ladies?" a 
chorus of six replied, ‘there we-are."’ Af- 
terward the National officers and the 
Reception Committee were rather frigid 
to one another. 

But, despite the handicaps, the Cit 
League was organized last evening. All 
who came were willing to be organized, 
and most of them paid their initiation 
fees promptly. Mrs. Mary Lease made 
an address. These officers were elected:

DEATH OF EARL COWPER. 
Earldom Now Extinct, but Baronies 
Pass to Auberon Herbert. 


LONDON, July 19.—Francis Thomas de 
Grey Cewper, seventh Earl Cowper, who 
was Lord Lieutenant of Ireland from 1880 
to. 1882, is dead. There being no heir, 
the Earldom is now extinct. 

Lord Cowper was born in 1834. 








Lord Cowper, besides the Earldom, held 
the Viscountship of Fordwich and the 
Baronies of Lucas, Butler, and Dingwall. 
The Earldom and Viscountship die with 
him, but the Baronies pass to relatives. 

In 1871 Lord Cowper succeeded in hav- 
ing the House of Lords reverse the at- 
tainder of 1715 on the Barony of Butler 
in the English peerage and that of Ding- 
wall in the peerage of Scotland. The 
Dingwall and Lucas titles now pass to 
Auberon Thomas Herbert, whose father 
married a sister of Lord Co r. The 
Barony of Butler is shared by Mr. Her- 
bert and Lady Amabell Kerr, wife of Ad- 
miral of the Fleet Lord. Walter Kerr, and 
another sister of Lord Cowper.

ICEMEN WIN VICTORY; 
WON'T GO ON STRIKE 


American Ice Company Grants 
Increase in Wages. 


RICHARD BUTLER DID IT 


Called on President Oler and Gained 
Concessions Which He Announced 
at a Meeting Last Night. 


The threatened icemen’s strike fs off, 
and ex-Assemblyman Richard J. Butler 
did it. The strike was averted at a meet- 
ing of about 150 ice handlers held last 
night in a little hall above Edward J. 
McNally’s saloon, Tenth Avenue and 
Twenty-eighth Street. 

The outlook was dark when the Itcemen 
went to the meeting. Since Monday, 
when they struck in a temporary sort of 
way, they had been kept at work only 
through the promises of their leaders, 
and they declared last night that they 
would know at once how matters stood 
or deliver no ice to sweltering New York- 
ers to-day. Then came ex-Assemblyman 
Butler with this statement: 

“Gentlemen, the strike is off. The 
American Ice Company has granted your 
demands.,”’ 

‘“‘Hurrah! Hurray!” yelled the icemen. 

“I want to say right here,” continued 
Mr. Butler, “that Mr. Oler,; the Presi- 


|dent of the American Ice Company, is a 


fine man. He agreed with us that you 
were not getting enough pay for the work 


which you did, particularly in this hot 
weather. He ogress with us that here- 
after, instead of getting $9 a week, $1.50 
a day, you are to receive $12 a week.”’ 

This armnouncement was met with a 
cheer that almost raiséd the roof of the 
building. 

Mr. Butler then pen gr roa that he had 
called upon President Oler and had told 
him that, as the men worked from four- 
teen to eighteen hours a day, they felt 
they were not sufficiently paid. 

‘But how about the rest of us, us 
fellers who are working for other com- 
panies?’’ one Of the ice handlers wanted 
to know. 

“They will come in; all of them will 
do what the American Ice Company has 
done,’’ Mr. Butler explained. ‘I have 
heard from several of the companies al- 
ready.” 

The work of a permanent organization 
to be known as the “Ice Drivers and 
Helpers’ Association’’ was then perfected. 
The President, nominated at a previous 
meeting, is to be James Rotchford. There 
was considerable talk about unions and 
unionism. The icemen grew quite hot 
in spite of the concessions which they 
had received. 

“You hear a good deal about trades 
unions doing workmen no good,” said one. 
‘“‘ Well, we have tried it. It happens that 
we have had no union up to now, and 
what have we got? Up oO now $1.0 a 
day for the hardest kind of work, and 
eighteen hours in the day. This is what 
being in no unjon does for the workmen.” 

There were tart remarks about former 
President Morse of the American Ice Com- 
pony. The new organization decided to 
affiliate itself with the International 
Teamsters’ Union. — 

During the ony President Oler was ques- 
tioned about the ice situation, and he 
said then, as he had to the committee 
which had waited upon him, that a strike 
would mean a public calamity during the 
hot spell and that he would do everything 
in his power to avert it. 

He said that in anticipation of a con- 
tinuation of the hot wave a reserve sup- 
ply of 80,000 tons of ice had been loaded 
on barges, but that this would only last 
a short time. He said, also, that every 
man available was needed for the hand- 
aoe 2° the ice at the pesaent time. 

ere are about 1, men employed in 
the mmr of ice by. the American Ice 
Company alone, and it is estimated that 
there are 4,000 so employed in Manhattan.

BOARD MET IN SUBWAY 
AND FOUND IT C00 


Interborough Directors Held Their 
Session in a Special Car. 


TEMPERATURE REALLY LOW 


From 8 to 18 Degrees Cooler Than in 
the Street—Big Fans Forcing 
Out the Old Air.

Vindication came to the Subway yester- 
day, after it had been maligned for many 
a hot day. The tunnel was the coolest 
place in town, the tests made by the of- 
ficlais showing that the temperature 
ranged from 8 to 18 degres cooler than on 
the street surface above. 

General Manager Hedley issued a state- 
ment last night showing the figures 
which had been reported to him by his 
employes. The test at City Hall Station, 
made at 8 o’clock in the afternoon, 
shpwed a temperature of 90 degrees in 
the Subway station, whereas on the street 
surface the mercury was at 100. At 
Thirty-third Street at the same time the 
Subway station thermometer registered 87 
as against 97 on the surface; Columbus 
Circle showed 90 in the Subway and 100 
on the surface at 3 o’clock, while Sixty- 
sixth Street showed 87 in the station 
against 99 on the surface. The greatest 
difference was shown at the Ninety-first 
Street station where, at noon, the ther- 
mometer was 86 in the Subway and 104 
On the surface, a difference of 18 degrees. 
At noon the thermometer in the Seventy- 
second Street station registered 89 as 
against 97 on the surface. The Ninety- 
first Street station registered 84 at 9 
o’clock in the morning as against 98 in 
the street above. 

Throughout the hot period, according to 
General Manager Hedley, the temper- 
ature in the Subway has averaged from 
5 to 14 degrees cooler than it has been on 
the surface. 

‘o e a personal test of the atmos- 
pheric conditions in the Subway President 
August Belmont of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company hit upon the idea 
yesterday of holding a Directors’ meeting 
in the tunnel. At the same time a gen- 
eral inspection was made of the tunnel 
route. Instead of transacting business in 
a board room the Directors, at Mr. Bel- 
mont’s suggestion, went to the Bowling 
Green station and there took a business 
car, and while on the trip uptown dis- 
cussed and acted upon various matters 
affecting the road. 

The question of ventilation was taken 
up, and at the Brooklyn Bridge station 
the Directors left their car to inspect the 
work of the large rotary fans, two of 
which are being operated there. They 
can cischarge Subway air into the street 
at the rate of 50,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute. The location of two more of these 
fans was decided upon. When they havo 
been installed, as they will have been in 
@ few days, the air at the big Bridge 


station will be renewed every five min- 


utes, 

Several] of the Directors remarked that 
the air in the Subway was much cooler 
than on the surface, and this was noticed 
especially in the section upder the Har- 
lem River. There there was a difference 
of at least fifteen degrees between the 
Subway and the surface. 

Getting off at One Hundred and Forty- 
ninth Street and Third Avenue the mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors investi- 
gated the transfer conditions in the ex- 
change of passengers from Subway to ele- 
vated and vice versa. General Manager 
Frank Hedley said he thought the large 
growth of building operations and the 
construction of hundreds of large apart- 
ment houses in the West Farms section 
made it absolutely necessary to third 
track the Second and Third Avenue ele- 
vated lines if the traffic congestion of the 
Bronx is to be relieved adequately, Mr, 
Hedley expects that the growth of the 
= 6 ws in the Bronx in the next year 
w 


be so great that it will completely 
swamp all of the present lines of travel.

McDermott Pummeled, Too, for Slap- 
ping a Girl on a Train. 


“TI am sorry that I cannot punish you 
more severely,” said Magistrate Finn, in 
the West Side Court, yesterday, when he 
imposed a fine of $10 on Joseph McDer- 
mott, who was charged with striking Miss 
Grace Thomas of 107 West Righty-fourth 
Street in the face on a Ninth Avenue ele- 
vated train on Tuesday night because she 
resented his attentions.

John Stew- 
art, the guard, who was in court, said 
that McDermott made advances to the 
young women, which they resented. The 
girls asked Stewart for protection, and 
he, wishing to avoid trouble, got them to 
step into another car. At Forty-second 
Street McDermott left the train with his 
companions. According to Stéwart, as 
McDermott left the car he reached 
through the window and slapped Grace 


Thomas’s face. 

David P. Cahill of 444 West Forty-third 
Street seized McDermott as he fought his 
way through the crowd, striking right 
and left at a dozen men who were at- 
tempting to detain him. In an instant the 


masher found himself lying on the plat- 
form.

MUSTN’T DRINK TO INHERIT. 
Deane Miller’s Will Requires Three 
Years of Sobriety of His Brother, 


The will of Deane Miller, who lived at 12 
West Forty-fourth Street, was filed for 
probate in the Surrogate’s office yester- 
day. To his brother, Dr. Charles C. Mil- 
ler, is bequeathed the contents of his 
apartments, including silverware and jew- 
els, and his horses, carriages, automo- 
biles, and one half of the residuary estate.

CITY'S WATER SUPPLY 
TO BE ALMOST TREBLED 


Burr-Hering Plan for Esopus and 
Rondout Systems Adopted. 


WORK MAY BEGIN BY JAN. 1 


Detalis Will Be Complete by Septem- 
ber—Mayor McClellan Pleased 
with the Progress Made. 


ee ee 


All of the plans for the extension of 
the source of city water supply into the 
Esopus and Rondout watersheds will be 
completed by early September, according 
to verbal reports made yesterday to 
Mayor McClellan by members of the 
Board of Water Supply. As a result of 
these reports the Mayor expects that 
ground will be broken before the first of 
January. 

“Here is the general plan of the work 
which will be undertaken,” said the 
Mayor yesterday afternoon, as he laid 


his hand on the bulky report of the Burr- 
Hering-Freeman Commission, which goes 
over all of the available ground for water 
purposes and then declares in favor of 
the Ulster County watersheds. “ The 
members of the city commission have gone 
over the ground thoroughly and they are 
convinced they can do no better than fol- 


low the general lines laid down by the 
report.” 


This statement was made by Mayor Mc- 
Clellan after J. Haward Simmons, Charles 
N. Chadwick, and Charles A. Shaw, the 
members of the commission, together with 
Corporation Counsel Delany, had spent 
more than two hours in his private of- 
fice. They were telling him all about 
their trip in carriages on Tuesday over 
the watershed of the Esopus. They re- 
ported that all the details of their work 
were progressing rapidly and that things 
were in much better shape than had been 
expected. 

The members of the local commission 
said that there was no doubt that 
they could submit all of their plans to 
the State Water Commission by the early 
part of September, that body having to 
give its approval before action can be 


taken, As the members of the State 


Board aré keeping in touch with every 


move being made by the local board there 
will be no delay. 

“The work has progressed far better 
than I had hoped’ for,’’ said the Mayor, 
“and the results-are most encouraging. 
The members of the State Board are 
working with us in the most harmonious 


manner, 

“According to our present plans the 
contracts for the reservoir and aqueduct 
work will be let in four sections, each 
section under the direction of a separate 
engineer, and in this manner the work 
can be pushed rapidly. 

“The State Civil Service .Commission 
has aided us by exempting from the re- 


quirements of civil service examinations 
the six consulting engineers, and the local 
board will be able to fill these important 
ositions at once. I am-very glad this 
as been done, as much valuable time will 
be saved. Necessarily the Board will 
have to select the very best men for this 
work. As yet no chief engineer has been 
selected, but an announcement may be 
expected shortly.” 

It is generally believed that the memb- 
ers of the Board are seeking to have John 
R. Freeman, one of the members of the 
Burr-Hering-Freeman Commission, accept 
the position of chief engineer, but that 
Mr. Freeman is opposed to giving up his 
large ——- rofessional practice to ac- 
cept the position, with its comparatively 
small If Mr. Freeman 
cannot be induced to become chief en- 
gineer the members of the Board hope 
to have him as one of the consulting 


engineers. 

The Mayor was informed yesterday that 
the recent dry weather had exhausted all 
of the water which was stored behind the 
new Croton dam in the Spring. This 
amounted to 8,500,000,000 gallons, and 
leaves the city now drawing on the old 
Croton dam supply, which has 8,400,000,- 
000 gallons in storage. — 

Although the city draws 285,000,000 gal- 
lons dally for the use of Manhattan and 
the Bronx, this storage supply, with the 
ordinary inflow, is sufficient to last Man- 
hattan and Bronx boroughs for three or 
four._months under anything like normal 
condNions. 

By hext year, when the new Croton 
dam will be filled to capacity, there will 
be a storage capacity of 20,000,000,000 gal- 
lons, as against a storage capacity of 
but.

CARTRIDGES SHIPPED AS AXES. 


Echo of Santo Domingo’s Revolution 
in a Government Sale.

Collector Stranahan yesterday issued a 
circular announcing that the Government 
will sell at public auction 80,000 cartridges 
confiscated by agents of the Treasury De- 
partment. The circular revealed an un- 
known incident of last year’s insurrection 
in Santo Domingo. 

While the customs officers maintained 
silence concerning the details of the seiz- 
ure, some of the facts became known. 
Early last October thirty cases of mer- 
chandise marked “axes” were left at 
the Clyde Line pier for shipment to the 
Dominican Republic. The only other 
marks appearing on the packages were 
“TL, & P., 15," and “L. & C., 15.” 

What first aroused the suspicions of the 
steamship agents is not divulged, but it 
was said yesterday that the Clyde Line 
officials notified r. Stranahan of the 
warlike material in the cases. An investi- 
gation followed, with the result that the 
cartridges were formally seized as being 
in violation of the neutrality laws. 

The cartridges are described on the cir- 
cylar of sale as being of the Russian Cen- 
tral make. The cartridges were manu- 
factured by the Union Metallic Cartridge 
Company, and will be sold Monday from 
the Clyde Line pier.

POLICE ACCUSED OF 
INCITING RACE RIOTS 


Negroes Visit the District Attor- 
ney and Police Commissioner. 


McADOO URGES DISARMAMENT 


Denies That Blacks Are Discriminated 
Against—District Attorney to 


Investigate, 


It was charged yesterday by negroes 
who visited the District Attorney’s office 
and Police Commissioner McAdoo that 
members of their race were the victims 


instead of the aggressors in the recent 


race riots in the west side, 

The police, the negroes alleged, were 
in league with the whites. 

The District Attorney promised to in- 
vestigate the charges. The Police Com- 
missioner promised to look into any case 
in which discrimination between the 


races was shown. He also urged the ne- 


groes to disarm. 


Robert Christopher, a negro carpenter, 
was shot during the rioting Monday night. 
Yesterday his wife called at the District 
Attorney’s office and said that he was 
dying at Bellevue Hospital. She said the 
police indulged in promiscuous’ shoot- 


ing, wounding many innocent people, 


among them her husband, 

She said that Christopher endeavored 
to run away from the scene of hostilities, 
but, being black, was promptly pursued 
by some white rioters. Exhausted, he 
clung to a fence, “#vhen he was clubbed 


by one policeman and shot by another, 
despite! his cries that he wasn’t a rioter. 


She declared the recent rows between 
the whites and blacks about San Juan Hill 
had been stirred up by the police, who 
were determined to get even with the 
negroes on behalf of Patrolman McLaugh- 
lin, who was found guilty of killing a 
man a year ago in the black settlement, 
principally on the testimony of negroes. 
She ‘said she belleved that McLaughlin 
had gone among the policemen of the 
upper west side, asking that they crack 
some of the negroes’ heads. 

It was also asserted by her that Capt. 
Cooney of the West Sixty-eighth Street 
Station was a ‘‘nigger hater” and al- 
lowed the men under him to beat and 
shoot as they liked when negroes were the 
victims. 

Acting District Attorney Gans promised 
Mrs. Christopher an investigation, 

Before leaving his office at Police Head- 
quarters last night Commissioner McAdoo 
gave out a typewritten statement con- 
cerning the riots. He said: 

“The Rev. G. H. Sims, pastor of the 
Union Baptist Church, in West Sixty- 
third Street, called on me this afternoon 
by appointment with reference to the re- 
cent troubles in the Twenty-sixth Pre- 
cinct between blacks and whites and the 
blacks and the pofice, 

“I had present Inspectors Cortright, 
Brooks, and McLaughlin and Capt. Gal- 
lagher of the Twenty-second Precinct. 

**I told Mr. Sims that I would do every- 
thing in my power to protect the law- 
abiding, orderly, and honest people of 
both races, and that it was our duty to 
wage war on the lawbreakers and the 
rough and disorderly element, especially 
those carrying concealed weapons. 

“I said that he could do much for the 
colored race and for the benefit of the 
city if he could induce a certain class of 
negroes to go to his church next Sunday 
and deposit their revolvers, blackjacks, 
and razors so that we could go up there 
on Monday and get them. 

“I told him the first thing to be done 
was to disarm; that I had said the same 
thing to a certain class of Italians and 
to. the Chinese, and that there could be 
no talk of peace until disarmament. 

“‘T called his attention to the fact that 
during the recent troubles eleven white 
men and women had been arrested in the 
Twenty-sixth Precinct, and that on the 
colored persons arrested there had been 
found fifteen revolvers, one knife, and 
one razor. On Saturday last, when the 
pawnshops were watched against the 
purchase and redemption of deadly weap- 
ons, the police seized nine loaded revol- 
vers taken from theso places by colored 
persons presumably for use. 

“I instructed all of the officers present, 
especially Inspector McLaughlin, that 
they must carefully guard against the un- 
warranted arrest of colored people under 
any hue and cry. 

“There is one resort on the west side 
much frequented by negroes, where last 
Saturday night they had a box on the 
bar asking for contributions to defend the 
negroes accused of trying to kill Rounds-

AIDING SOUTHERN MINERS, 


John Mitchell’s Union Gives $1,000 a 


Day to Strikers. 
License Commissioner Keating discov- 
ered yesterday what he declared to be evi- 
dence of extraordinary efforts by the 


United Mine Workers, of which John 


Mitchell is President, to prevent men 
from being sent from New York and other 
points to the bituminous coal mines in the 
South where strikes extst. 

The testimony was brought out in a 
hearing on the complaint of the Southern 
Immigration Society of 35 Wall Street 


against §. 8. Schwartz, an employment 


agent of 113 First Street. Schwartz was 
accused of making false representations 
to the men sent to the coal mines. He 
made counter-charges against the society 
of acting as an employment agency with- 
out a license, 

One of the witnesses testified that he 
had been informed by representatives of 
the mine workers that $1,500,000 had been 
spent to keep up the strike in the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company’s mines. 


Hugh De Witt, an agent of the company, 
said that the union paid $1,000 a day to 
support the men on strike, and that its 
books would show that $26,000 had been 
spent in buying railroad tickets to send 
back North the men furnished by the 
employment agencies to take the places of 
strikers.
